An invitation was extended to Professor 
Shockley in a letter which I wrote on 
mm September 27 to discuss with the class 
his interpretations of the data on racial 
differences in abilities. Our decision to 
invite him grew out of class discussions 
on genetic and social definitions of ruce 
nd the literature on racial differences 
The class voted, by a large majority, to 
invite Dr. Shockley to present his 
tguments and discuss them with the 
lass. 

Members of the Psychology Department 
nd the Physics Department, learning of 
ur intention to invite Dr. Shockley to 
he campus, asked to be included in the 
plans. The original invitation, therefore, 
pelled out two classroom discussions (in 
pociology and Psychology) and one 
uncheon with the physicists 

I felt that 2 minimum of honorarium of 
$100 should be offered to anyone 
peeing to speak on the campus, so | 
lied Geri Lidgard of Cultural Programs 
nd asked what sources of funds were 
vailable for a spezker and how we 
hould go about applying for them. Mrs 

idgard told me that there were two 
possiblities: 1) Cultural Programs could 

pay for a speaker out of their general 

unds, at the recommendation of a 

aculty member, 2) Cultural Programs 

pould pay for a speaker out of special 

unds set aside for each department, to be 

bpent at the discretion of students in each 

partment.

Department. Only one student came to 
see me to express anger and concern at 
our invitation. This student claimed to 
represent the Black Student's Union. The 
student asked for our reasons for inviting 
Professor Shockley and wanted to know 
why he was not being debated. The 
student had heard a rumor to the effect

any academic year. If we spent $100 out 
of the roughly $300 which had been set 
aside for cach department, the 
department would not be able to spend 
the remaining $200 

Not wishing to waste any of the meager 
funds available to us, | approached 
Professors Darknell, Vega, and 
Kingsnorth to see whether they were 
interested in putting through a joint 
Petition to include Professor Shockley, a 
rebuttal speaker (at that time, we hoped 
for Theodosious Dobzhansky), and an 
unspecified number of speakers on the 
subject of political prisoners and the 
meaning of prison revolt. Professor 
Kingsnorth helped me write the joint 
petition and students in both of our 
classes signed it. Before this petition was 
turned in to Cultural Programs, Professor 
Kingsnorth asked that the speakers on 
prison revolt be removed from the 
petition, since he and the other faculty 
sponsors did not want to be assoviated 
with the invitation to Shockley in any 
way 

Opposition to Shockley's appearance on 
campus mounted among some students 
and some faculty in the Sociology 


that Professor Shockley would not accept 
verbal questions from the audience and 
asked for clarification. | gave the student 
the information and arguments contained 
in this letter and it was my impression 
that the student found the arguments 
reasonable. Perhaps | should have 
followed up on the reception which the 
BSU (now the Pan-African Students 
Union) gave this student's report; but I 
did not 

At the Cultural Programs Committee 
meeting in which our petition was 
presented, two other alternative petitions 
were presented signed by other students 
in Sociology. One petition asked that 
$300 be spent for library books for a 
department library and one asked that a 
departmental convocation be held so 
that all sociology majors and minors 
could decide on the use of the funds 
Cultural Programs asked the various 
groups to go back and request a 
departmental convocation and decide 
among themselves how the money should 
be spent. Dr. Alex Garber, chairman of 
the Sociology Department, was 
approached and asked to set a meeting 
time and announce it to all Sociology 
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classes. A one o’clock hour was chosen 
because it was in the middle of the day 
when the largest number of students were 
on campus and because there were fewer 
classes at that hour than at other prime 
hours. Dr. Garber issued two memos to 
faculty members in Sociology asking 
them to announce the student 
convocation in their classes. He did not 
dismiss classes at the time of the 
convocations, leaving it up to the 
discretion of individual faculty members. 

Thirty-four students, including a student 
chairman, attended the meeting. (There 
are approximately 450 majors and minors 
in Sociology.) The vote was 17-16 for a 
compromise petition allocating $100 for 
Professor Shockley and a rebuttal apeaker 
and $200 for library books. 

A new petition was then presented at 
the Cultural Programs Committee 
meeting on November 17 and was 
approved on a 5-2 vote 

When Cultural Programs finances a 
speaker, they require that the talk be 
open to anyone on campus interested in 
hearing the speaker. As a result of the 
extensive advertising which the Radical 
Students Association engaged in, many 
persons indicated an interest in hearing 
Professor Shockley and what began as a 
class discussion became an all-campus 
address 
The format ‘or the lecture in the Little 
Theatre was to include roughly an hour 
for verbal questions from the audience 
At no time in the planning for Professor 
Shockley's appearance was there an 
understanding that Professor Shockley 
would accept written questions only

Shockley disruption 


Liberal reaction’thoroughlydisgusting

The “‘liberal’’ reaction to the Blacks’ means of 
dealing with Shockley, (i.e. the ACLU statement 
and the letters to the Hornet by the white faculty) 
is totally predictable and thoroughly disgusting. 
The cries of “violation of freedom of speech” use 
an emotional argument that is not applicable here. 
Freedom of speech, the examination of ideas is, of 
course, essential. It is the supposed history of this 
country that whenever any social issue was 
examined by the people, arguments pro and con 
were scrutinized, that freedom of speech was a 
principle involved and valued. But always, at some 
point, especially when human rights and dignity 
are at stake, a choice between pro and con must be 
made: in the case of slavery, historically and 
currently, the choice is either racism or liberation 
In the Thirteenth. Amendment we have made that 
choice: liberation. To reopen the question, as did 
Carole Barnes, her sociology class, and the white 
liberals, is obscene. Are we again to open the 
debate as to whether Blacks are equal to 
three-fifths of a white person? 

Aside from the issue of morality, the assumption 
that freedom of speech is possible ; is incredibly 
naive. A racist draws the media, which is presently 
and unfortunately dedicated to the principle that 
what sells as news is news worth printing. This 
media speaks to many more people than the 400 
or so in the Little Theatre. And this media never 
gives equal time to the other side in the debate. Is 
that still “freedom of speech"? So what the 
thousands of people watching or reading the media 
see, without a prior educational or historical 
review of the issue, is that SacramentoState College 


supposedly knows what he’s talking about) to 
come and speak on how blacks are infenor and 
why welfare recipients should be sterilized. The 
media audience do not get the analysis and 
information which some of us were privy to: that 
Shockley got his Nobel in a completely unrelated 
area, that he has no credibility in the area of 
genetics, that the intelligence tests that he relies 
upon are recognized as racist & class-biased by 
some on the academy, that the nature-nurture 
argument is impossibly absurd given social 
conditions of the poor in this country, etc. etc. Do 
you imagine the media will cover the man who 
comes in two weeks to refute Shockley? In fact,

Carole Barnes is having quite a bit of trouble 
finding a moral and self-respecting geneticist who 
will even consider replying to Shockley’s fascist 
rantings. And yet the liberals demand their 
freedom of speech (or more to the point, their 
freedom of titillatior) on the campus while 
refusing to be responsible for the media's 
continual blatant violation of free speech which 
affects the whole Sacramento community. Where 
was the freedom of speech for the Blacks to 
explain the necessity of their actions? 

Unfortunately, Shockley is just the visible tip of 
the iceberg. Sterilization of welfare recipients is 
already an empirically provable reality. In 
numerous counties across the country, welfare 


sterilized as a condition of continued AFDC 
assistance. The academy doesn't speak of it. 

Intelligence tests are given to kids all over this 

9 country. From tests results begins the tracking 
process: one class-race-sex disproportionately 
channeled into the collegiate world, all other 
classes and races and females channeled into the 
ghetto, the froat-lines of Indo China, or the stupor 
of housework and metherhoo¢ or typing and 
filing. Intelligence tests are used for tracking; that 
is why they were invented. It is their sole purpose 
for existing. the academy is strangely silent on this 
fact. On this very campus the man who teaches 
how to administer IQ tests and interpret their 
results does so without mentioning their racial, 
class and sex bias. One of the standard Psych | 
textbooks by Hilard, in the chapter on “Ability 
Testing and Intelligence”, states : “The classes 
may actually differ in intelligence as measured by 
items that are fair.” Who in the Psychology 
department, if anyone, is publicly taking to task 
the latent racism of such an author and textbook? 
Every psychologist that is not using his/her 
priviliged status position to fight the use of 
intelligence testing is, by his/her silence, 
perpetuating its use and is a more subtle version of 
Shockley. 

To conclude, the complicity of the academy in 
maintaining the class, race and sex inequality that 
is the status quo goes on and on. Sociologists 
study the ruled and oppressed rather than the 
rulers and the oppressors. Ghetto dwellers rather 
than the Rockefellers. Juvenile delinquents rather 
than the inhuman prisons (public schools) they are 
healthily fighting against. Why people “succeed” 
or “fail” in marriage, rather than what’s wrong 
with the institution of marriage that makes it fail 
people. Additionally, every professor that does not 
understand why Carole Barnes’ action in bringing 
Shockley was irresponsible is capable of the same 
crime. Everyone who is not working to change the 
nature of the academy to one actively committed 


straight-facedly paid a Nobel prize winner mothers hospitalized for their second abortion

A debate format, with one or more 
rebuttal speakers was not used for the 
following reasons: 1) the object in 
inviting both Professor Shockley and a 
prominent geneticist was to learn as much 
as possible from each of them. With a two 
hour program which would allow ample 
time for questions from the audience, a 
two-person debate would restrict the 
amount of time each man would have for 
explaining his views. Since genetics is a 
complicated subject, this did not seem to 
be a satisfactory format for the 
exposition of complicated ideas. Also 2) 
debates are often “won” not by good 
arguments, but by clever techniques. (As 
an aside; it has never been college or 
Cultural Programs policy to “balance” 
one speaker's views by inviting someone 
with contrary views.) 

In the initial petition to Cultural 
Programs, funds were sought for a 
prominent geneticist to balance Professor 
Shockley's presentation. A geneticist was 


preferred over a social scientist since 
Professor Shockley seemed to be basing 
much of his argument on genetics. Three 
geneticists were contacted before one 
agreed to sp?ak The first was 
Theodosious Dobzhansky, who has 
recently joined the U.C. Davis faculty. He

declined. He said he would not debate 
Professor Shockley ‘either directly ir 
indirectly.”’ When | asked if he would g 


me a reason, he said that he was t old 
to be involved in that sort of thing. The 
second was Curt Stern, author of a text 

human genetics and a member of the 


faculty at the University of California 
Berkeley. He was impressed with our 
invitation and declined “very regretfully” 
because he is finishing a revision of his 
text and is including in the revision 

discussion of some of the questions raised 
by Jensen, Shockley and others. He was 
kind enough to recommend three others 
among them J.N. Spvhler, a human 
geneticist with the Center for Advanced 
Study in the Behavioral Sciences.

If, as a scientist, he feels he has some new 
information, he has the obligation to 
present this data so that other scholars 


can evaluate it and test his conclusions 
The academi community has. the 
responsibility to demand intellectual 
ountability from a man who would 
use his credentials in one area of science 
(physics) to create an aura of credibility

Bringing ‘Us’ Together In San Diego

California’s second ranked megalopolis, 
San Diego, is a Cinderella city in every 
sense. Deserted largely by industry which 
prefers to sleep with its sisters in the 
north, San Diego’s economy has subsisted 
on the bones of a flagging aircraft 
industry and a_ faltering military 
establishment. But tourism is still big 
business and the city has carefully 
exploited a wondrous environment for 
use as a national piayground. 

In 1971, San Diego is a sparkling 
mediterranean-like city, designed for 





pleasure. The sea harmonizes with the 
coastline, freeways are unclogged, salty 
breezes sweep the atmosphere regularly 
and recreation reigns supreme 

For some that isn’t enough. No one has 
ever taken San Diego seriously and when 
the country’s vital urban centers are 
discussed, the big border town is rarely 
mentioned. Far from the pulse of great 
events with a much-resented minor league 
image, San Diego's thirst for national 
recognition, power and influence has 
been frustrated. 

But a few words from Richard Nixon 
have banished that frustration, and with 
the sheepish grim of a bumpkin at the 
bali park, San Diego is edging cautiously 
into the national spotlight. The 1972 
Republican Convention belongs, for 
better or for worse, to San Diego. 

lronically, many prominent § San 
Diegans needed vigorous coaxing from 
Nixon’s buddies before endorsing and 
financing the decision to host it. First 
there was the price tag to consider for the 
cost of admission to the big-time. Then 
there was the matter of dissent, when the 
Republicans ride into the city on August 
21, it’s a sure bet that many thousands of 
hostile followers will come toc. When San 
Diego finally bought the convention, it 
bought much of the country’s 
disenchantment as part of the package 
deal. 


Selling 
the Convention 


in 1968, Miami’s winning bid for the 
GOP convention was $800,000 in cash. In 
1971, San Diego had to bid a whopping 
$1.5 million for the “honor” of hosting 
the conventioneers. $800,000 in cash is 
to be paid by the city, $300,000 by the 
state GOP and the balance by Sheraton 
Hotels Inc., an outfit that owns two 
hotels in San Diego and has a third under 
construction. Another $50,000 is 
earmarked for a lavish press party and 
$1.2 million will have to be poured into 
the San Diego Sports Arena convention 
site in order to transform it from an 
inhospitable ice hockey/rock concert 
emporium to an intimate, smoke-filled 
cavern, Last but not least is the $500,000 
to be coughed up for factory-fresh police 
riot equipment. The total will run close 
to $5 million, and, initially, moneymen 
were anything but eager to ante up. 

A close Nixon aiu/, Congressman Bob 
Wilson, saved the day. The city’s 
innkeepers were especially worried about 
the timing-- August is a big tourist month 
in Sin Diego. That factor, along with the 
GOP's bad credit ra\ing, made potential 
backers reluctant. But with the Tourist 
and Convention Bureau solidly behind 
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him, Wilson said the convention could 
bring as much as $30 million into San 
Diego. Local businessmen forgot about 
the investment and lunged for the carrot. 


Defending 
the Convention 


For San Diego’s GOP backers, the 
business deal was the easiest part of the 
package plan, The built-in liability of 
handling dissent is a field where few 
establishmentarians can boast much

expertise but the city fathers, along with 
the police, have already begun to plan 
ways of defusing any possible disruptions. 

Their efforts so far have been anything 
but bush league and it’s obvious that 
much was learned at Chicago in 1968. 
While the police department is being 
reinforced the city has been aggressive 
and imaginative in seeking ways to co-opt 
a massive challenge to Nixon and his 
Republican charges. A _ determined, 
two-pronged program of police 
preparedness is planned with elaborate 
ruses designed to fragment street protest. 

San Diego’s police force is one of the 
smallest in the country. To get the most 
out of the least, all leaves and vacations 
have been cancelled for August 21-24 and 
twelve-hour shifts will be in effect during 
the four-day convention. The San Diego 
sheriff's office has been pressed into 
action, too; 500 men from that office 


have been assigned and half of them have 
already completed 40 hours of “intensive 
security training.” 

All told, the two agencies will have 
about 1,800 men in the field by 
convention time. The police, under the 
direction of Chief Ray Hoobler, and the 
sheriffs, Jed by David Oliver, will then 
join hands with the Secret Service, the 
FBI and naval intelligence units. This trio 





is charged with ccordinating police-sheriff 
assignments from the U.S.-Mexican 
border, 15 miles south of San Diego to 
the Western White House 50 miles north. 
The California Highway Patrol will 
monitor the three major freeway arteries 
feeding traffic into the city, and if 
necessary, will perform the complicated 
task of shutting them down 

Contingency plans have been made for 
the participation of even more men 
through a  first-time-ever mutual aid 
program which could bring lawmen in 
from four other California counties 


Three specially equipped helicopters 
are being acquired by the Sheriff's 
department with funds from a grant made 
by the California Council on Criminal 
Justice, a state agency which distributes 
federal monies to state law enforcement 
agencies. Oliver says the helicopters will 
be used “primarily as flying observation 
platforms from which we can pinpoint 
and identify unusual activity! They will 
be invaluable as trouble spotters in a 
community as large as San Diego, with its 
metropolitan areas on three sides. The 
new whirleybirds will be hooked into a 
special radio system, purchased jointly by 
the cities of San Diego and Miami, which 
uses frequencies that can’t be listened in 
on or jammed. 

Thus far the police build-up has been 
well-organized and confident. “Anyone 
advocating violence is going to be 


disappointed,” Oliver said recently, 
referring to a cal! by Jerry Rubin for a 
million people to attend the convention 
Both Oliver and Hoobler agree “unlawful 
demonstrations” will simply “not be 





permitted.”” Hoobler especially seems to 
be having the time of his life and has said 
publicly that his role in the convention 
will be “the greatest expericnce of my 
career. 


Co-opting Dissent 


While police needs are being dutifully 
attended to, city officials and others are 
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August Project) in a sticky quagmire 

The prime movers include Dick Weiss, 
a Cadillacdriving millionaire who made 
his fortune manufacturing trailer homes, 
Leon Nower, a self-styled radical math 
professor at San Diego State College; and 
Ann Dosher, leader of a large contingent 
of street agencies and church groups 

So far each member has cancelled the 
effectiveness of the other through 
personal and professiona! conflicts Weiss 
has strong ties with the city government 
and is generally disliked bui carries 
clout because of his ability to corral 
funding. Nower has charisma but ts 
inconsistent politically, and Dosher has 
feuded with Weiss over directions since 
the Congress was formed. Consequently 
the fortyish trio has not been able to get 
the alternative convention together and, 
although something may be thrown 
together at the last moment, it appears 
the original goal will not be realized 


Bottling Up 
Demonstrations 


One other shrewd city-inspired action 
has been to offer a place called Festival 
Island as a campsite for incoming 
demonstrators. The island is located in 
Mission Bay, a man-made network of 
islands and water close to the Sports 
Arena. On the surface, it looks like a 
good prospect. The plot could probably 


underground press corps, G.I. organizing 
groups and Non-Violent Action (the 
group that organized a highly effective 
campaign to keep the U.S.S 
Constellation from sailing to South 
Vietnam) 

Like the police and city government 
the Saturday Coalition's planning has 
been hard and fast. More than two 
months have already been spent in closed 
sessions hammering out routine internal 
hassels and setting up a 
super-sophisticated organizational 
structure that will hopefully culminate in 
effective and independent action in 
August 


The Super Coalition 


Already arms of the coalition have 
been grown to deal with every 
conceivable need. Research on the 
convention itself, services for the great 
influx of people expected in August, 
recruitment of able workers, internal and 
external communication systems, 
action-planning and even internal 
security 

Incredibly, all of the planning has been 
done on a collective basis and instead of 
strangling on rhetoric the group has 
pulled itself together enough to come up 
with concrete programs for a face-down 
in August 

The touchy area of planned action 
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hold vp to 100,000 people with relative 
ease and the city has indicated that it 
would be happy tc supply portable johns 
and even replace the sandy, scrubby 
topography with grass 

In fact, the city has bent over 
backwards to accommodate 
demonstrators but there is cold method 
in this mad establishment turn-about. 
Festival Island, for instance, lies only 
about a mile from the Sports Arena, but 
it’s a long, tough mile. Between the island 
and the arena is a huge tidal channel, 
scheduled for dredging next year, which 
would render it impassable. That leaves 
only one route to the arena; a four-lane 
traffic bridge that could easily be 
tlocked. 

Chances are that, once on the island, 
no one would be able to get off. The huge 
sandbar has one entrance-a one-lane 
asphalt road 100 yards long and 60 feet 
wide. That road is also the only exit and a 
few police could bottle up the entire 
island if so inclined 


Radical 
Counter Measures 


Superficially, it looks like the coming 
of the convention has been handled with 
precision and efficiency by its 
establishment hosts. A nice impenetrable 
package. But other forces ars at work, 
too--forces which may well put the 
lessons of the past movement history to 
good use in an all-out effort to challenge 
the ruling party. While “the movement” 
drags its feet in other communities, San 
Diego's radical cells have banded together 
in what could prove to be one of the 
most exciting and effective developments 
in recent political history. 

Tentatively titled the Saturday 
Coalition, the group includes a Women’s 
and Third World Caucus, representatives 
of the National Lawyer’s Guild, campus 
organizers (primarily San Diego State and 
the University of California, San Diego), 
area collectives, all of San Diego's 


around convention time has been handled 
neatly by not requiring any group or 
individual to take part in any operation. 
This move should go a long way in 
avoiding public displays of friction over 
policy, thus insuring maximum unity. 

Festival Island didn’t fool anyone and 
the Coalition has decided to study two 
other sites as possible encampment areas. 
One is huge Balboa Park, an expansive 
tract of open rolling grassland, sprinkled 
with pleasing gardens and groves of trees. 
Balboa Park, however, is located above 
the downtown section and is a good 
distance from the convention site. 

The other prominent staging area being 
considered is Robb Field, another open 
tract that could probably accommodate 
aimost as many people ss Festival Island. 
Robb Field is made more attractive by the 
proximity of shopping areas and 


plumbing (neither of which is available on 
Festival fsland). And Robb Field is 
situated almost on top of the convention 
site, in a direct line free of natural and 
man-made obstacles 

Of course the question of action is a 
pivotal one that hasn't been worked out 
yet but there is definitely no strong 
organizational sentiment favoring violent 
moves. The problem of = “civil 
disobedience” hasn't been fully dealt 
with yet either, but it appears likely that 
some will be planned with or without the 
unanimous blessings of the Coalition 


What organizers fear most now is a 
takeover by national figures or 
organizations-a takeover conceived ,in 
emotion instead of logical, determined 
planning. Not only would this destroy 
their work so far, but it would likely 
compromise the chances for_a massi 


united and graphic show of strength in 
San Diego. Accordingly the Coalition has 
tentatively decided to include various 
luminaries on. a twenty woman-man 
steering committee soon to begin. It’s a 
shrewd move and typical of the careful 
thought that characterized the Coalition. 
The San Diego organizers are not 
provincial enough to think national 
leadership would either follow their every 
move or not appear, and so they are 
simply inviting movement celebrities into 
an already functioning apparatus to 
which they can contribute . 

Jerry Rubin said recently that many 
organizers headquartered in the east are 
planning to involve themselves in the San 
Diego project and some are even planning 
to move to the west coast. What they and 
their followers will be surprised to find is 
an energetic and competent local 
movement already underway. 

With the GOP Convention eight 
months away all of this activity points to 
a great upheaval at San Diego in August, 
1972. The Republicans, the police, the 
city fathers and the disenfranchised have 
already laid plans for meticulous 
precautions, in gearing for a showdown 
that could once again change the course 
of history. 

Chicago in 1968 changed history and 
many of the targets were vague. Johnson 
had fallen from power and national polls 
said Nixon was the frontrunner. Still, the 
movement focused almost haphazardly 


on the Chicago fiasco that granted culture 
an equal billing with politics. 

This time the targets are much clearer 
Richard Nixon, Spiro Agnew, John 
Mitchell and their cronies constitute the 
enemy in no uncertain terms. Already the 
prospect of facing them openly has given 
the movement in San Diego a 
badly-needed transfusion and in coming 
months, the transfusion should spread 
throughout the country. There will 
definitely be a challenge and San Diego 
may have bought far more that it 
bargained for 
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When “Play Misty for Me” was shown at the San Francisco Film 
Festival, the program notes said, ‘““The works of such actor-directors 
as Brando, Hopper, Newman and Nicholson have given audiences 
some indication of the growing tendency of film artists to take this 
daring step.’ On the strength of the results of these “daring 
steps” —“‘One-Eyed Jacks,”’ ‘Rachel, Rachel,” “Drive, He Said’’— I’m 
afraid there is little cause for elation. Of the four actor-directors 
mentioned, only Hopper’s “Easy Rider’ was really worth 
remembering—and that probably had more to do with the chemistry 
sparked by his teaming with Peter Fonda to make a serious 
motorcycle movie than with Hopper’s direction 

Why is it that just when actors are beginning to accomplish 
something, when they are on the brink of really getting somewhere 
as on-screen personalities, they want to step behind the camera? 
“Easy Rider’ gave evidence that Jack Nicholson was finally, after 
dozens of wretched horror and bike flicks, learning how to work 
within limitations. But then, hearing him talk about his 
performances in those earlier films, and seeing his lackadaisical 
meandering direction of “Drive, He Said.’ you suddenly realize that

he doesn’t even know he has limitations. This sort of artistic 
megalomania probably has a lot to do with some actors— Nich« n 
iS a pri: xample~—branching off into fields where they hav

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Of all the actors currently working in films, I can’t think of one 
who is more woefully unqualified to direct than Clint Eastwood. I 
have always liked Eastwood. His inability to overact was like a 
blessing from the Pope amid the carryings-on in “Paint Your 
Wagon.” In “The Beguiled” he and director Don Siegel (who takes a 
small part in “Play Misty for Me”’) had a pretty good character going 
until the gorpy-gothic script shot them down. But he couldn’t leave 
well enough alone; he had to start all over again as a director—and if 
Eastwood’s past development is any guide, he may be eighty years 
old before he directs anything worth watching. What the San 
Francisco Film Festival automatically hailed as a “daring step” 
forward is actually a giant leap to the rear 

“Play Misty for Me” is not so dreary as “Drive, He Said,”’ mainly 
because Eastwood has not chosen to tackle the whole American 
culture. In “Misty” he tries only to tell a simple, straightforward 
thriller set against the unlikely backdrop of the Monterey jazz 
culture 

The idea has merit, but Eastwood is not good enough to make it 
anything more than a horror story with bad sets and costumes, like a 
college amateur movie. The characters don’t belong in Monterey 
playing jazz -Fastwood’s disc jockey might just as well be playing 
Jefferson Airplane in San Francisco or Lawrence Welk in 
Indianapolis for all the difference it makes. It is significant that the 
closest “Misty” ever comes to establishing any kind of texture or 
sense of reality is in a brief sequence at the Jazz Festival where a 
group is playing ‘Willie and the Hand Jive.” In this scene we have 
the feeling of being in a real world, with people and places and 
everything. But even so, as Eastwood wanders through the crowds, 
he looks like a cardboard cutout dangling on a string in front of the 
screen. He know where he he doesn’t know 
what's happening~ he doesn't even tap his foot to the musik 

It is probably facile to call “Play Misty for Me” something like

“Hush. Hush, Sweet Charlotte’ in bell-bottom pants,”” but such 
comparisons come unavoidably to mind. Without giving us 
haracters we can care about, Eastwood has had to resort to some 
etty desperate ploys to develop tension. ‘Misty the kind of 
movie adolescent gris like to call “scary in inclusive term that is 
sbout as meaningless as they come. The people who clapped a j 
mped and howled with delight the night I saw it probably don't 
have the perception to appreciate truly ightening film. like 
“Vampyr,” which has not one act of brutality or vi ice, and they 
bably don’t have the stomach for real horror, the kind of choking 
terror you find ‘““Freaks’’—they probab wouldn't ever 
understand what was going on 
In ‘Play Misty for Me’ Eastwood doesn’t cr_ate fear, just anxiety 
And, what's worse, we never concerr< over what is going to 
happen to the characters, but over what the director and 
script-writer are going to do to us to make us jump. Setting up the 


premise that the villainess is psychotically insane (like in “What's the 
Matter Helen?”’) gives the filmmakers license to do anything 
they and explain any illogical touch with the villainess’ 
psychosis. As a we are constantly alert wondering what is 
going to happen next the filmmakers refuse to limit themselves, so 
no holds are barred. It is this tension that makes “Play Misty f 
Me” “scary.” And there is a lot of suspense, but we derive no 
pleasure from having seen the film. Even in the end, when everything 
is wrapped up happily, that unpleasant knot in our stomach is not

abated, we never cared what was happening to the characters, so it 
doesn't make any difference whether they are killed or not. In 
‘What's the Matter with Helen?” we could attribute the. lingering 


tension at the end to the fact that Debbie Reynolds was killed off 


but Eastwood can't resist a happy ending, not realizing that it 
doesn't really matter in fact it would probably be better if the 
ending were a bad one- we might not realize what really had us so 
ipset 

Eastwood does show some ability as a director. there must have 
been some outside influence to make Jessica Walter overact so 
shamelessly but he shows only about as rauch directing ability as he 


showed acting ability on the old “Rawhide” series. What ruins “Play 
Misty for Me’ more than anything else is the fact that we just don't 
need another hack film like this, making its own sordid 
unpleasantness its excuse for being. If we come out of the theatre 
with a sour expression on our faces after secing what is really no 
more than a fluffy suspense film, something is terribly wrong

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Douglas stops Piland’s flight

Gordon Piland, the Navy Lt. 
and Annapolis grad who applied 
for CO status, found himself one 
half hour away Wednesday from 
take off on a flight bound for 
Adak, Alaska. But before 
Gordon Piland heard the 
stewardess ask “coffee, tea, or 
milk,” his attorney phoned to 
say that Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas had granted 
him a stay until the Third 
Circuit Court of Appeals could 
hear his case. 


Piland, with orders to Adak, 
felt that the transfer is a punitive 
one, claiming the Navy wants to 
send him there in order to make 
it nearly impossible to pursue 
action on his CO application, 
including federal court action 
He bases this feeling on the fact 
that Adak is a remote island in 
the Aleutians, 200 miles east of 
Amchitka, and as Piland puts it, 
“The Navy can not conceive of 
an Annapolic graduate applying 
for CO status.” 
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Piland had originally gone to 
4th District Federal Court asking 
for a stay from his transfer 
claiming that it was punitive 
Federal Judge Philip Wilkins 
held a hearing and refused to 


take jurisdiction in the case. 
Saying that it is out of the 
Federal court’s jurisdiction 
because it is a military matter 


Piland appealed his decision to 
the 3rd Circuit Court of 
Appeals, but they have yet to 
rule on the case. Meanwhile the 
the flight to Alaska 


approached. So Gordon Piland 
asked for a stay from the 
Supreme Court, and with the 
days passing be began to pack 
his bags. Finally, in a scene 
reminiscent of an old movie 
where the calvary comes 
charging over the hill to save the 
wagon train from an Indian 
attack just in the nick of time, 
Gordon Piland got the work that 
Justice Douglas had granted a 
stay until the duration of the 
appeal proceedings.

Rangers Renovate 
Alumni Grove

Armed with Alumni 
Association funds, shovels and 


spades, members of the SSC 
Rangers Club began the 
renovation of Alumni Grove 


Nov. 20 by planting the first of 
200 four-foot Monterey and 
Japanese Black pine trees 

Glenn Fuller, club president, 
explained that the 
environmental resources majors 
will plant the trees at the north 
and south ends of the grove and 
in bald spots to enhance the 
grove’s appearance and to deter 
motorcyclists. Fuller said that 
since recreational vehicles have 
been in vogue, cyclists have 
chewed up vegetation, broken 
tree limbs, and eroded land in 
Alumni Grove and elsewhere 
along the American River. His 
club intends to restore and 
beautify the arove and to 


block cyclists from further 
destruction there. 

The Rangers, working 
weekends and during school 
vacations, will install two 
drinking fountains and 10 


concrete picnic tables, each with 
a barbeque stand. Plans have also 
been made to build a group 
bonfire pit and to place metal 
posts for a volleyball net at the 
south end 

The club will! fill and level al! 
ruts, chuckholes and low areas 


with topsoil, reseed bare areas 
and perform general clean-up 
Fuller said that this is an 


opportunity both to perform a 
service for the school and to 
initiate environmental resources 
majors into what many of them 
will be doing for the County 
Parks and Recreation 
Department after graduation. 

The project is scheduled to be 
finished April 1, 1972. After its 
completion, Rangers will 
perform regular maintenance 
duties at the Grove 

The 500,000 square foot 
Alumni Grove was originally 
developed in spring and summer 
1953, by volunteer alumni and 
summer session students. The 
work involved building access 
stairways, barbeque pits, 
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drinking fountains and picnic 
tables; installing 1000 feet of 


pipe; and planting grass, 
Shrubbery and wildflowers. 
Long-range plans included 


building a boathouse and dock. 

Extending their concern for 
land conservation off campus, 
the Rangers have been active 
recently in hearings held by the 
Sacramento County Board of 
Supervisors _in regard to 
prohibiting motorcycles from 


Goethe Park. Decision about the 
park has been delayed until 
studiee can be made on the cost 
of buying and developing a 
park site’ where 


“mechanical 


motorcycles, dune buggies and 
other recreational vehicles can 
be used. Goethe Park is located 
near Rancho Cordova and is part 
f the American River Parkway. 
Motorize’ vehicles are 
currently prohibited from the 


parkway, but there is little 
enforcement. Plans are being 
made for creation of Park 


Rangers to police the area and 
issue citations. According to 
Fuller, a $200 fine can be levied 
on first-time violators, with 
$750 charged for successive 
violations.
